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Introduction 



Percipient readers of the previous Signet catalogue 
will have noticed that our cataloguing did not refer 
to the most notable feature of the Signet books. 
When the library was mentioned to a bookseller of 
our acquaintance his first reaction was 'Oh yes, 
that's the library who stamp Grolier bindings'. 
There is in fact no evidence that the library ever 
owned a Grolier; and in any case where the binding 
was really attractive (e.g. lot 263 in the 1978 sale) 
the usual armorial stamp was commuted to a label 
inside the cover. Nevertheless the Signet stamp is 
now to be found on libraries all over the world. It 
seemed to us that a list of sales and some additional 
details of the Signet provenance would enable new 
owners to deduce a little more about the illustrious 
provenance of the books they now own. The sales 
are as follows: 18 Oct. 1959; 2-3 Nov. 1959; 14-15 
March 1960; 1 1-12 April 1960; 27-28 June 1960; 
31 Oct.-l Nov. 1960 (all Sotheby, London); 31 
May-1 June 1962 (Dowell, Edinburgh); 2 Oct. 
1964 (Dowell, Edinburgh); 12-14 April 1978 
(Sotheby, Edinburgh); 8-9 March 1979 (Sotheby, 
Edinburgh). 

The earliest note of provenance we have seen is 
the inscription recorded in plate A; at this stage the 
library was still predominantly legal. However a 
fairly large bequest, mostly 18th. Cent, editions of 
the classics, came c. 1780 from Archibald Camp- 
bell of Succoth (W.S., died 1790). These books 
have a gift inscription gilt on the front cover (plate 
B). On June 29 1789 the Sederunt book records 
'The Keeper is authorised to cause a proper seal of 
the society to be engraved, with their device* and 
this presumably provides a terminus ad quern for 
the first armorial stamp which has the Royal Arms 
of Scotland ensigned with the title of the society 
(plate B). Books with this stamp form the old por- 
tion of the library before the dramatic increase of 
the early 19th. Cent. They can readily be recog- 
nised on the shelf because they have been read; the 



calf is worn from use and the text often dog-eared 
or soiled. In about 1800 the Royal Arms of Eng- 
land (and Scotland) were re-organised to eliminate 
the French lilies, and the Hanoverian arms were 
added on an escutcheon of pretence; the writers 
followed this change and had a new stamp cut to 
conform (plate C). In 1805 George Sandy was 
appointed first librarian and he seems personally to 
have written inscriptions of the type recorded in 
plate D. After barely a year Sandy left for the 
lusher pastures of the Bank of Scotland, and Mac- 
vey Napier moved in as his successor. The practice 
of writing in inscriptions continued under his direc- 
tion and the date (of acquisition) was often added 
(plate E). Napier's own hand can often be seen 
recording the contents of composite volumes of 
pamphlets, probably those he had bought and had 
bound (plate F). In about 1815 a new stamp (plate 
G) to the same design was cut (longer lions!) which 
continued until about 1869 with a short interreg- 
num c. 1831-36. During this time the electoral 
bonnet previously found over the escutcheon of 
pretence was replaced by the Royal Hanoverian 
Crown (plate H). This reflects, though rather late, a 
change that did take place in the Royal Arms; it is a 
striking example of the conservatism of book bind- 
ing stamps that the Hanoverian Coat of Arms went 
on being used as long as it did. In c. 1869 it must 
have been realised that the design was anachronis- 
tic, so the then Royal Arms of Scotland were re- 
adopted in small and large versions (plates I & J). 
Since c. 1820 the society had used different arms 
incorporating a St. Andrew's cross and they finally 
decided to bring the library into line with its 
society. On April 12 1896 the treasurer's accounts 
record the payment of 7/6 to the Lyon office 'for 
Sketch of Arms for stamp for Signet Library' and c. 
1870, a version was adopted which is still current 
today (plate K). However the larger stamp (plate J) 
went on being used well into this century.
